DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 8-9, 13-15 and 28-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowed: 

Regarding claim 8, the prior art of records teach a method of transmitting data in a 
wireless communication system, the method comprising: 

receiving information corresponding to a data amount of each buffer of a plurality logical 
channels and a characteristic of data to be transmitted from each of a plurality of logical 
channels, wherein the characteristic of data indicates whether or not the data is a re- transmission 
data. 

However, the references found, taken either alone or in combination, fail to teach or 
suggest selecting data to transmit from one of the plurality of logical channels based on the 
channels received information, wherein the selecting the data comprises: 

determining which ones of the plurality of the logical channels include the re- 
transmission data in a buffer corresponding to a specific logical channel; and 

after the determining which ones of the logical channels include the re- 
transmission data, 

when each buffer of the plurality, of logical channels does not have 
the re-transmission data, selecting one of the plurality, of logical channels based on 
priorities of each of the logical channels, 

when one or more buffers of the plurality of logical channels have 
the re-transmission data, selecting one of the plurality, of logical channels among the 
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plurality, of logical channels having the re-transmission data, wherein the selected 
logical channel has a highest priority, among the plurality, of logical channels having 
the re-transmission data; and sending the data to a transport channel. 

Therefore the Examiner allows these limitations in combination with other features 
recited with in claim. Claims 9 and 13-15 are allowed because the claims are dependent directly 
or indirectly on claim 8. 

Regarding claim 28, the prior art of records teach an apparatus of transmitting data in a 
wireless communication system, the apparatus comprising: a radio protocol entity adapted to: 
receive information corresponding to a data amount of each buffer of a plurality 
of logical channels and a characteristic of data to be transmitted from each of the plurality of 
logical channels, wherein the characteristic of data indicates whether or not the data is a 
retransmission data. 

However, the references found, taken either alone or in combination, fail to teach or 
suggest select data to transmit from one of the plurality of logical channels based on the 
received information, wherein to select the data comprises: 

determining which ones of the plurality of logical channels include the re-transmission 
data in a buffer corresponding to a specific logical channel; 

after determining which ones of the logical channels include the re- transmission data, 

selecting one of the plurality of logical channels based on priorities 
of each of the logical channels when each buffer of the plurality of logical channels does not 
have the retransmission data, 
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selecting one of the plurality of logical channels among the plurality of logical 
channels having the retransmission data when one or more buffers of the plurality of logical 
channels have the retransmission data, wherein the selected logical channel has a highest 
priority among the plurality of logical channels having the retransmission data; and send the 
data on a transport channel. 

Therefore the Examiner allows these limitations in combination with other features 
recited with in claim. Claims 29-33 are allowed because the claims are dependent directly or 
indirectly on claim 28.
